I had 
heard that 
White Oak 


Shoals, the first barrier to naviga- 
tion about 35 miles up Little River 
from Allen's Ferry, was a bench of 
black gravel. We did a piece 
of 


'.^geographic research Sunday after- 


noon with a fleet 
of eight boats 


that made a trip 40 miles up the 
river and 40 miles back. 


About that black gravel — it's 


more a charcoal gray, and. not all 
of it is gravel. I brought back 
a 


specimen 
in one of the rubber 


shoes I used when " walking" my 
craft through the shallow water. 
The specimen proved to be a tiny 
.snail-shell. 
That 
black 
beach 


*'appears to get its 
color 
from 


thousands of: snail 
and mussel 


shells. 


Which also explains a 
peculiar 


fact: The only place on the river 
we encountered any mosquitoRS or 
flies was at White Oak Shoals —.• 
and then only on the actual dry 
bar 
area, 
not over the 
water 


however shallow . . . Dying marine 
life trapped on the dry gravel by 
^falling water explains the insects. 
g Little River is the 
finest long- 


range navigation stream in south- 
western 
Arkansas, rivaling 
the 


Ouachita for safe boating and hav- 
ing much more beautiful scenery, 
with magnificent trees 
and lush 


vegetation to the water's edge all 
the way.
